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LETTER FROM MCALLISTER TO MR LOSSINB 


February 27, 1864 


My dear Mr. Loesing, 


Richard Meade Bache Esq, and a nepheiAi of Gen 1 Meades, 
presents you with the engraved blocks which I send you. Some 
months ago R.M.B. commensed a weekly paper "The Observer" 
which was very ably edited it was issued on Sundays — the 
editor excluded all improper advertisment and immoral 
communications - Sorry to say it was too moral to florish in 
this community & the paper consequently died for want of 
advertising patronage. After the paper had been discontinued 
I applied to Col B for some impressions for you from these 
blocks (which had been used to illustrate a chapter on the 
currency in the Observer) and he immediately mentioned the 
matter to his son, who said at once "I will take great 
pleasure in presenting these blocks to Mr Lossing, they may 
be of service to him in some of his publications"

Francis later sold 
the building to the bank.

Employed in the Bank were six people; the cashier Francis 
whose salary was $1000 a year; a sub teller; an Accomptant 
a clerk and a Porter whose salary was Hated at $160 a year.

Thank you for your interesting letter and the reprint of your 
penny note of 1789. 

Your group of wood cuts for Lossing's publications is 
interesting. I have a copy of his article on "Continental Money" 
in the March 1863 Harper's Magazine. It has many illustrations and 
I have an original proof of the largest of the many illustrations. 
I enclose a photocopy. Do you have any of these blocks. 

You did not state whether you had the publication in which the 
Bank of North America scrip appeared. 

I have no idea of what the blocks might be sold for. Possibly 
they should be grouped by subject matter to appeal to topical 
collectors. They do not have real historical value per se as 
originals are well known. You could put a few in a book or antique 
auction in New York or elsewhere and see what happens. Lossing was 
popular and covered many fields, although his inaccuracy in the 
money field was well demonstrated. 

Your grandfather must have made many exciting f i-.nds to make 
a living and could not know what would or would not be valuable a 
half century later. 

I hope I have been helpful. Please let me hear from you.
